SAMPLE  RICES  PLANS 

PENNSYLVANIA  CIVIL  DEFENSE  RADIO  AMATEUR  SYSTEM 

(Supplementing  Information  Circulars  Nos.  11  and  58,  dated 
November  21,  1951  and  January  10,  1955,  respectively.) 

1.  Paragraph  7 of  Information  Circular  No.  58,  dated  January  10,  1955, 
places  responsibility  for  the  preparation  of  County  Races  Plans  upon  County  Radio 
Officers. 

2.  As  a guide  for  use  by  County  Radio  Officers  in  the  preparation  of 
County  Races  Plans,  all  County  Civil  Defense  Directors  herewith  are  being  furnished: 

One  copy  - Radio  Amateur  Civil  Emergency  Service  Communications  Plan 
for  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia  (approval  of  this 
plan  carried  a request  that  it  be  supported  with  an  amend- 
ment "showing  the  locations  of  all  fixed  stations  to  be 
used  in  the  implementation  of  the  plan".) 

One  copy  - Cumberland  County  Civil  Defense  Administration  Radio  Amateur 

Civil  Emergency  Service  Plan,  dated  June  22,  1954  (as  amended) 

Both  the  above  listed  plans,  as  annotated,  have  been  formally  approved  by  the  Federal 

Civil  Defense  Administration  and  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commission. 

3.  The  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration  recommends  that,  insofar  as 
practical  and  applicable,  the  Philadelphia  County  Plan  be  followed  in  the  preparation 
of  County  Races  Plans.  The  latter  should,  however,  include  listings  sho;ving  the 
locations  of  all  fixed  stations  to  be  used  in  implementation  of  the  plans.  The  copy 
of  the  more  detailed  Cumberland  County  Plan  is  provided  in  the  belief  that  it  may 
contain  information  of  assistance  in  the  preparation  work. 

4.  Under  date  of  June  23,  1955,  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration 
informed  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  that,  while  comparatively  brief  plans 
similar  to  that  for  Philadelphia  are  preferred,  the  Administration  will  accept  for 
consideration  more  detailed  County  Plans  which  may  already  have  been  prepared  on 
the  basis  of  those  formally  approved  for  Cumberland,  Butler  and  other  counties  in 
Pennsylvania .
